no privies for women In the rooms In 
which they work, and to reach the 
nearest it is necessary to go up or 
down a couple of flights of stairs.

Gaikwar, 
Indian 
prince, 


and ruler of Baroda, together with his 
', 


pretty wife, the Maharnni Gaekwar, . 
has come to the United States to see 
I 


tbe country and learn all he can for j 
tho betterment of his own country and 
people. This purpose reveals the char- 
acter of the man, for he is as progres- 
sive as he is good and as good as they 
make them over in Ir.dia, and by this 
we do not mean to imply that Mahar- 
aja's goodness is of a mediocre kind. 
As a boy he was known for his up- j 
Tightness of character, and this qual- 
ity bas not diminished with the years. 
In fact, as the story goes, it was his 
goodness as a boy which led to his se- 
selectlon as tbe ruler of Baroda. 
It 


seems that tbe former Gaikwar was 
deposed by the British government for 
gross misrule, and as there happened 
to be no direct heir to the throne, ac- 
cording to the Hindu custom, the selec- 
tion of a ruler devolved upon the 
Maharani. the wife of the 
deposed 


ruler, who has been obliged to nee 
from her husband to escape death at 
the bottom of a well. After consulta- 
tion with her guru, or godfather, she 
decided that the new Gaikwar should 
be chosen from among the three best 
boys in Baroda. From these three 
most excellent boys the present visitor 
to the United States was accepted as 
the one of greatest promise to wield 
the sword of state wisely. 


That this contest of good 
boys 


proved 
a 
judicious 
procedure few 


among the Maharaja's 2,000,000 sub- 
jects would now question. Under his 
rule the state has progressed steadily, 
and the city of Baroda has been so 
modernized 
with 
handsome 
public 


buildings, wide streets, and pleasure 
gardens that it has ceased to be the 
typical Hindu capital of the picturesque 
though malodorous description. Per- 
sonaJly Maharaja Gaikwar is a man 
of much force of character. 


Maharaja Gaikwar rises early and 


proceeds first to distribute alms to his 
personil Brahmins, or, as we would 
say, private chaplains. 
The amount 


of" the daily gift 
is about ?1S, for 


which tne Brahmins offer a short 
prayer in nis behalf and presence. On 
such festivals as »he day of offerings 
for the dead and tie day ot birth- 
day thanksgiving lie attends public 
worship in the palace temple. During 
the season of mourning'all such cere- 
monies, are omitted. After his pooja, 
or devotions, tie Maharaja partakes 
of a light breakfast of bread, fruit, 
and milk. Then he rides or drives for 
an hour or so, and returns to the pal- 
ace for reading of a serious character. 


At 11 he lunches with his sons and 


the members of his staff. This meal 
Is served in European fashion, though 
no alcoholic liquors are offered, and 
needless to say no dish comes upon 
the table which bears tbe slightest re- 
lationship to beef. 
From noon until about four Gaiirwar 


attends to affairs of state. Thelieads

Unclcaiiliness in Handling Products 


—An absence of cleanliness was also 
found everywhere in the handling o 
meat being prepared for the various 
meat-food products. 
After 
killing, 


carcasses are well washed, and up to 
the time they reach the cooling room 
arc handled in a fairly sanitary and 
cleanly manner. The parts that leave 
the cooling room for treatment 
in 


bulk are also handled with regard to 
cleanliness, but the parts that 
are 


sent from tho cooling room to those 
lepartments of the packing bouses in 
which various forms of meat products 
ire prepared are handled with no re- 
gard whatever for cleanliness.

After this, fresh labels, wllli the gov

)ne of these instances, by tho admis- 
sion of tho superintendent, the stock 
thus being relabeled was over 
two 


years old. In the other

superintendent evaded a statement of 
how old the goods weie. 


Treatment of Employes. 


The lack of consideration for the 


lealth and comfort of the laborers In 
.he Chicago stock yards seems to be 


direct consequence ot the system 


of administration that prevails. 
The 


various departments aro under the di- 
rect control of superintendents who 
claim to use full authority In dealing 
with the employes and who seem to 
ignore all considerations except those 
of the account book. Under this sys- 
tem proper care of tho products and 
of the health and comfort of the em- 
ployes is impossible, and the consum- 
er suffers in consequence. 
The 
in- 


sanitary conditions in which the labor- 
ers work and the feverish pace which 
they are forced to maintain Inevitably 
affect their health. 
Physicians state 


that tuberculosis lj_ d.isproportlon,ately 
prevalent In the stock yards,"and the 
victims of this disease expectorate on 
the spongy wooden floors of the dark 
workrooms, from which falling scraps 
of meat arc later shoveled up to he 
converted into food products, 


Even the ordinary decencies- of life 


are completely ignored, Tn practically 
all cases the doors of the toilet rooms 
open directly into the working rooms, 
the privies of men nnd women fre- 
quently adjoin, and the entrances are 
sometimes no more than a foot or 
two apart. 
In other cases there are 


no privies for women in the rooms In 
whlcli they work, nnd to roach the 
nearest it h necessary to go up or 
down a couple of nights of stairs. In 
one noticeable Instance the privy for 
the women working in several adjoln- 
ng rooms was in a room in which 
men chiefly were employed, and every 
girl going to use this had to pass 
hy the working places of dozens of 
male operatives nnd enter tho pr' ;y 
the door of which was not six feet 
from trie working place ot one ot the 
men operatives. As previously noted, 
in the privies for men and women 
alike there are no partitions, but sim- 
ply a long row of open seats. Itest 
rooms, where tired women 
workers 


might go for a short rest, were found 
as rare exceptions, and in some estab- 
lishments women aro even placed In 
charge of privies chiefly for the pur-

The work- 
rooms, as a rule, are very poorly light- 
ed. A few rooms at the top of the 
buildings are well lighted because they 
cannot escape the ligit, but most of

<>re without windows, deprived of sun- 
light nnd without direct communica- 
tion with the outside air. They may 
be best described as vaults In wlilch 
the air rarely changes. Other rooms 
which open to the outer air are so 
Ir.rge. the windows so clouded by dirt, 
and the walls and ceilings so dark 
ano dingy that natural light only pene- 
trates 20 or 30 teet from the windows

those aprons were, as a rule, Indescrib- 
ably filthy. They were made in most 
cases of leather or of rough sacking 
and bore long accumulated grease and 
dirt.

and stand, with shoes dirty with the 
refuse of the floors, on the 
tables 


upon which the meat was 
handled.

equally well Known, a long table was 
noted covered with several hundred 
pounds of cooUed scraps ot beef and 
other meats. 
Some of these meat 


scraps w.ore dry, leathery, and unfit 
to he eaten; and in tho heap 
were 


found pieces ot pigskin, 
and 
even 


some bits of rope strands and othw 
rubbish. 
Inquiry evoked the 
frank 


admission from the man in charge 
that this was to be ground up and 
used in making "potted ham."

The phraseology of those labels is 


wholly unwarranted. The government 
inspectors pass only upon the health- 
fulness of the animal at the time ot 
Idlliug. 
They know nothing ot the 


processes through which the meat has 
passed since this inspection. They do 
not know what else may have been 
placed in the cans in addition to "to 
spected meat." As a matter ot fact, 
they know nothing about the "con- 
tents" of the can upon 
which 
the 


packers place these labels—do not 
even know that it contains what it 


pose, It was stated, to see that the 
girls did not absent themselves too 
long from their work under the ex- 
cuse o£ visiting them.

Much of the work la 
connection 


with the handling ot meat has to bo 
:arried on in rooms of a low tempera- 
ure, but even here a callous disre- 
gard was everywhere seen for 
the 


-omfort of those who worked in these 
•ooms. Girls and women were found 
n rooms registering a temperature of 
33 degrees F. without any ventilation 
vhatever, 
depending entirely 
upon 


artificial light. 
The floors were wet 


and soggy, and in some cases covered 
with water, so that the girls had to 
stand tn boxes of sawdust as a protec- 
tion for their feet. 
In a few cases 


:ven drippings from the refrigerator 
rooms above trickled through the ceil- 
ng upon the heads of the workers and 
upon the food products being prepared. 
A very slight expense would have fur- 
nished drier floors and protected them 
against the trickllngs from the ceil- 
ing. It was asserted by the superin- 
tendent of these rooms that this low 
temperature 
was 
essential 
to 
the 


proper keeping ot the meat; but pre- 
cisely similar work was found in other 
establishments carried on in 
rooms 


kept at a fair temperature. In many 
cases girls of 16, 17 and 18 years 
stand ten hours a day at work, much 
o£ which could lie carried on while 
sitting down.

protection; and, further, much of this 
pork 
goes into sausage to bu eaten 


•without being cooked. 
'Number o'f Inspectors.—The present 


number of inspectors is certainly Inad- 
equate, as the secretary ot agriculture 
has otteu complained. We noted that 
some large establishments Iiml an ob- 
viously Insufficient torce. A lew small 
concerns have no Inspectors at all, and 
m.iy sell uninspected meat wherever 
they please in the United Sl.itea. 


Legislation. 


1. Examination before slaughter Is 


of minor importance and should bo 
permissive- Instead ol mandatory. ISx- 
ainluation after slaughter is of

preme importance nnd should be com- 
pulsory. 


2. Goats, now exempt, from Inspec-

MAHAEA.TA GAIKWAB, RULES 


OF BARODA, DOING- AMERICA. 


Interesting Prince Whose Becord las 


Goodness Began When. He Was a 


Boy — His Life at Home and 


His Priceless Jeweled Cloak. 


Maharaja Gaikwar, Indian 
prince 


and ruler of Baroda, together with his 
pretty wife, tho Maharani Gaekwar, 
has come to the United States to see 
the country and learn all he can for 
tho betterment of his own country and 
people. Tills purpose reveals the char- 
acter of the man, for he is as progres- 
sive as he is good and as good as they 
make them over in India, and by this 
we do not mean to imply that Mahar- 
aja's goodness is of a mediocre kind. 
As a boy he was known for his up- 
rightness of character, and this qual- 
ity has not diminished with the years. 
In fact, as the story goes, it was his 
goodness as a hoy which led to his se- 
selectlon as the ruler of Baroda. "it 
seems that the former Gaikwar 
was 


deposed by the British government for 
gross misrule, and as there happened 
to be no direct heir to the throne, ac- 
cording to the Hindu custom, the selec- 
tion of a ruler devolved upon the 
Maharani, the 
wife of the 
deposed 


ruler, who has been obliged to flee 
from her husband to escape death at 
the bottom of a well. After consulta- 
tion with her guru, or godfather, she 
decided that the new Gaikwar should 
he chosen from among the three best 
boys in Baroda. From these three 
most excellent boys the present visitor 
to the United States was accepted as 
the one of greatest promise to wield 
the sword of state wisely. 


That this contest o£ good boys 


proved 
a judicious procedure few 


among the Maharaja's 2,000,000 sub- 
jects would now iniestion. Under his 
rule the state has progressed steadily, 
and the city of Baroda has been so 
modernized 
with 
handsome 
public 


buiidiijgs, wide streets, and pleasure 
gardens that it has ceased to be the 
typical Hindu capital of the picturesque 
though malodorous description. Per- 
sonally Maharaja Gaikwar is a man 
of much force of character. 


Mahalraja Gaikwar rises early and 


proceeds first to distribute aims to his 
personal Brahmins, or, as we would 
say, private chaplains. 
The amount 


of the daily gift 
is about ?15, for 


which the Brahmins offer a short 
prayer, in his behalf and presence. On 
such festivals .as Kie flay ol offerings 
for the dead and the day of birth- 
day thanksgiving he attends public 
worship in the palace temple. Daring 
ths season of mourning'all such cere- 
monies! are omitted. After his pooja, 
ior devotions, the Maharaja partakes 
'of a light breakfast of bread, fruit, 
and milk. Then he rides or drives for 
an hour or so, and returns to the pal- 
ace for reading of a serious character. 


At 11 he lunches with his sons and 


the members of his staff. 
This meal 


is served In European fashion, though, 
no alcoholic liquors are offered, and 
needless to say no dish conies upon 
the table -which bears the slightest re- 
lationship to beef. 


From noon until about four. Gaikwar 


attends to affairs of state, The*heads 
of the different departments make 
their reports, he revises sentences of 


the high court, and discusses the gen- 
eral policy of hia government, 
Tho 


Maharaja then visits tho Maharani In 
the zenana, which in bis 
particular 


household is not an Inclosed quarter 
ol! tho palace, but merely the apart- 
ments occupied by his wife. 
Toward 


sundown the Maharaja drives out in 
stale, escorted by his bodyguard of 
lancers. On such occaHlous it not1 In- 
frequently happens that he is offered 
petitions, when he Instructs one of his 
aides to receive them, and appoints n 
time for thu petitioner to be received 
at the palace. 
On two days ct ths

week he holds public audiences, so 
that he may be personally accessible 
to all his subjects. 


.Maharaja. Gaikwar 
possesses 
tho 


most .costly piece of jewelry In ths 
world. 
In dazzling magnificence it 


never has been, or is ever likely to be, 
excelled. This treasure is In the form 
6£ a shawl or cloak of woven pearls, 
edged with a deep border of arabesque 
designs of diamonds, rubies, emeralds, 
and sapphires. Originally it was In- 
tended as a covering for the tomb of 
Mahomet, but somehow it was dlvort- 
ed into a former Gaikwar's powes- 
slon. In cold figures the stones alone 
have been appraised at $5,000,000; so 
'when'.Gaikwar eaters a grand durbar 
with that cloak over his shoulders, his 
$100,000 diamond cap on his head, and 
his $60,000 gloves on his hands the

Th'1 same- is true of ail other profess- 
iocis Von cannot make a doctor by till- 
ing a man up with medical science, 
a lawyer by shilling him with Itlack- 
stonci nor a great writer by filling hin 
with Shakc.spe.ire or other great mast- 
ers uf r.tyle. Anything that is of any 
usv in tlie world has to be woiked out. 


Whether fortunately or 
unfort- 


unately, a paper cannot tell the fanner 
in minute detail just ho\v lo work it 
out. He ca 
>t tell him what to ik 


under his conditions, because the cir 
cuinstanceH tinder which the rules havt 
to be applied in his particular cast 
c.uinot be known toany but the farmer 
himself. Hence the editor of an agri 
cultural paper can mainly teach prin 
Liplcs, expounding the laws governing 
the growth of the plant 
and th 


growth of the animal, and underlying 
principles of .sail culture. 


If the farmer, whether fresh fron

hold of these Icrst principles, puts hi 
1- 


brain to work and works them out, hi 
will get the benefit. If he does not d< 
so.be is [list like the man who goe' 
to church regularly every Sabbath 
pays his pew rent, _oins in 'he singing 
and the greetings of the brethren 
hears an excellent sermon, but doe 
not try to put it in practice in hi 
dnsiuess or in his daily life. That man 
probably thinks he isserving the Lord, 
possibly patH himself on the back with 
th'' idea that he IK a pretty good Chris- 
tian. a very good one indeed; whereas 
as a matter of fact he is not serving 
the Lord at all, but just .simply pleas- 
ing himself, and we might also add, 
deceiving him.self. 


So it is with the man who reads 


agricultural papers. 
He must not cx- 


rect the editor to tell him just what 
to do or what not to do. He makes a 
mistake if he does that; but the editor 
can expound the laws which operate 
in the soil, in the plant, in the animal. 
He can describe tile life history of in- 
jurious insects and point out the meth- 
ods by which they can be comUatted. 
He can tel,1 all about plant life, plant 
diseases; ( but when it comes to the 
last analysis the farmer must actually 
work this out for himself. 


The tirst- class agricultural paper is 


not intended for the 
amusement of 


the farmec- or to while away an idle 
hour or to furnish simply reading mat- 
ter, but to point out to him the prin- 
ciples underlying the science and art 
of agriculture, and fill the reader with 
his own enthusiasm, so that he may 
put them in practice and put money 
in his pocket. To say that its teaeh- 
r.'s"1* require to de worked out is no 
objection to an agricultural paper. 
On the contrary, it is about as high a 
compliment as can be given it. — Wall- 
aces' Farmer.

Fruit Worm. 


The possible if not probable appear- 


ance of the fruit worm to a consider- 
able extent the curren1: scaion, gives 
special importance to the observations 
and opinions of those in charge of 
cranberry investigations at the ex- 
perimental station, and the attention 
of growers is called to the matter by 
Prof. A. R. Whitson, L. P.Haskins and 
O. G. Malde in the Twenty second an- 
nual state report. 


A description of 
fully developed 


specimen is as follows:- 


About one-half inch in length, and 


varies in color from a light yellow- 
green to a dark green on the dorsal 
side, being always a light yellow-green 
on the ventral side. A very marked 
deep green line extends along the 
center of the dorsal, side beginning in 
third segment from the anterior, and 
fadingout in the last two or three seg- 
ments of the posterior end. The body 
is composed of twelve segments ex> 
lusive of the anterior or head segment, 
nil the posterior or pushing segment, 
'hcse segments all present a similar 
ppcarance from the dorsal side except 
he one anterior segment which has a 
iright shell-like covering divided into 
wo lobes by the dorsal line. On the 
mitral side of each of the three anterior 
cgmentsis ;. pair of claws by^ which 
he worm climbs and holds itself i 
uoving along. On the ventral side of 
he next two segments aretuftsof hair 
n place of claws. The Oth, 7th, mh, 
ind 'Hh segments each have a pair of 
ntub legs by which the worm pushes 
tself along. 
The other 
segment 


>resent a plain appearance tapering 
down in sine to the smaller posterior 
end segment. The posterior end seg- 
ment turns downward, having on the 
end a pair of legs similar to those of 
the (. th, "th.Hth, and Uth segments. Tht 
anterior or head segment is smaller 
than the first body segment, is of 
krown-ycllowisli-ifree.il color, and pre 


nts a shiny shell-like appearance. I 


was found concerning the worm that:— 


1. Began to appear July 25. 
2. Usually appears first on the voting 


fruit. Tune of appearance depending 01 
thecarlincssof the fruit. 


3. Sometimes appears in earliest stagi 


on large fruit, showing that the cgj, 
had not hatched until the fruit is paitlj 
grown.

the stem end, very close to the stem. I 
often takes very close observation ti 
detect the point of entrance, which i:
